Bostou has always boon noted for atten- 


tion to military mattors and tbo soldier- 
like qualities of its citizens. Ever since tho 
establishment of tbo Anclont und Honorablo 
Artillery company, in 1033, this martial

formed, although tho Massachusetts militia, 
revived and thoroughly organized by Adjt.
